Chuck Percy and the 
Illinois Barry People 


A fairly strong bond exists in Illinois now' between Charles H. 
Percy, handsome, self-assured GOP nominee for governor, and the 
powerful forces of Sen. Barry Golduater. But it isn't perfect. 
One top Golduater source in the state dismisses the Imperfections 
as “ technicalities.” Percy himself savs the difficulties are limited to 
those Goldwaterites who demand slavish acceptance of every move 
the senator makes. Other insist the trouble runs deeper. 
No matter what his critics contend. Chuck Percy argues that he 
Is going to he his own man. There Is evidence to support his claim— 
and therein lies his problem. 
A Percy backer put it this way: 
“ A lot of people in Illinois admire Golduater because he is his 
own man. But let anyone else try it and he is denounced as a traitor 
to Goldwater.” 
The matter never fjuite dies. Three ardent women supporters of 
Percy emerged from his headfpiarters the other day after having 
reported to an aide that “ much anti-Percy feeling” was rearing its 
head among Goldwater folk. 
Some in Barry’s camp noted suspiciously that in Percy’s intro- 
duction of Rep. William E. Miller in San Francisco as vice presiden­ 
tial nominee, he never mentioned Goldwater. 
Others did not like either Percy’s first sharply critical remarks 
on Goldwater’s “ extremism” gambit in his acceptance speech, or 
Pe,rr\ s later bland interpretation of the senator s words. 
Here, a curiosity appears. For Percy says Goldwater aides hav« 
told him privately they rate his Interpretation as “ perfect." 
An event that occurred in an Illinois delegation caucus at San 
Francisco shows how grudging is the attitude of some Goldwater 
people toward their aggressive young governor nominee. 
According to some firm inside accounts. Percy succeeded day-by- 
day in winning the confidence of more and more delegates of that 
Heavily Goldwater delegation. Yet some viewed his promise to cam­ 
paign for the senator skeptically. 
“ Mill you put it in writing? ” asked one delegate. 
As one who refuses to slash his wrists for B am and who has 
openly assailed the senator's vote against the 1964 civil rights hill, 
Percy may he doomed to contend with such suspicions for the rest of 
the campaign—if not beyond. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact that his position today seems secure 
among the state’s responsible Goldwater leaders, including Sen. Ev­ 
erett M. Dirksen and Rep. Albert Derwinskv. 
Some irony attends Percy’s troubles with the zealots, since he has 
been at pains for years to separate himself from the “ Eastern Re­ 
publicans" and Is getting gunfire from many moderates who did not 
like his vote for Goldwater at the San Francisco convention. 
His record and his stated positions do indicate he is something of 
a mixed b ag . 
He opposes 
liberal versions of Medicare, federal aid to educa­ 
tion and a state income tax. and has sometimes taken a foreign policy 
stance not markedly unlike Goldwater*. 
Rut he fa\ors the civil rights act. has some reasonable claims to 
being father of the Fair Employment Practices Commission in Illinois, 
and supported the anti-extremism platform plank put forward by- 
Michigan’s Gov. George Romney. 
Says an assistant: “ He can be comfortable with the new direction 
his party is taking.” 
The time may neyer come, however, when all the Goldwaterites 
moving in that direction will be comfortable with Charles Perrv.
